Washington, Ap ril 24 (/P)—Sen­ 
ator Nathan L. Bachman (D- 
’enn), a su p p orter of the ad­ 
m inistration and an early adv o­ 
cate of the Tennesee Valley au ­ 
thority , died u nex p ectedly last 
night. He was 58 y ears old. 
Friends said he had su ffered 
a heart a*Ltack . They were u n­ 
able to commu nicate immediate­ 
ly with his widow, who was mot- 
toring to Chattanooga. 
Althou gh Bachman had not 
p u blicly committed himself on 
the p residents cou rt p rop osal, as­ 
sociates said the former ju stice 
of the Tennessee Su p reme Cou rt 
had indicated some op p osition to 
its p rincip les. 
The 
tall, 
broad-shou ldered 
Tennessean 
became 
w i d e l y 
k nown du ring his fou r y ears on 
Cap itol Hill for his ready wit as 
a story teller and for his distinc­ 
tiv e dress. His starched white 
shirt nev er was cov ered by a v est, 
and he alway s tu ck ed a black 
string tie u nder his stiff collar. 
Bachman was ap p ointed in 
19 33 to the senate seat v acated 
by the selection of Cordell Hu ll 
as secretary of state. He was 
elected for the remainder of the 
term in 19 34 and won a fu ll term 
last y ear. He was the first sena­ 
tor to die since congress con­ 
v ened in Janu ary .

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FOR MINDS DISEASED 
More study has been devoted to the cure and 
prevention of bodily ailments in the last fifty 
y ears than in all the former history of medicine. 
But a necessity recognized two thousand y ears 
ago, that a sound mind inhabits the sound body , 
is now directing the attention of endowed re­ 
search to the difficult problems of mental hy ­ 
giene. In a review of the activities of the Rocke­ 
feller Foundation for 19 36, Ray mond B. Fosdick, 
president of the foundation, reports that more 
than $2,000,000 was spent last y ear in research 
on diseases of the mind and ex perimental biolo­ 
gy seeking scientific techniques “for the shap­ 
ing of human personality .” 
No startling results are immediately ex pected, 
say s Mr. Fosdick. Study has so far done little 
more thna disclose a “new continent” for ex plo­ 
ration, “potentially the most fruitful field in 
medicine today .” There is statistical proof that 
mental healing is needed. In many countries, it 
is said, the number of hospital beds devoted to 
mental cases ex ceeds the number assigned to all 
other diseases combined. The number of feeble­ 
minded, delinquents, criminally insane and other 
asy lum inmates is appalling. In need of mental 
treatment, too, are great numbers who suffer 
from preventable anx ieties, phobias, tantrums, 
complex es and anomalous or unbalanced be­ 
havior of otherwise normal human beings. 
Only lately have these been regarded as sy mp­ 
toms of disease. “Canst thou not minister to a 
mind diseased?” asked Macbeth, refusing phy sic 
for the body ’s ailments. Science has accepted 
the challenge and question, though not y et able 
to give its answer. 


CHEMICAL MAGIC 
Lacking the technical details, which would 
probably be more confusing than enlightening to 
the lay man’s understanding, the public must 
be content to accept the opinion of scientists 
that a discovery announced at the Spring meet­ 
ing of the American Chemical Society may have 
revolutionary effect on agriculture and add much 
to the health, wealth and happiness of mankind. 
It is a method of creating millions of new sy n­ 
thetic chemicals out of sugars, starches and cel­ 
lulose. In part the process duplicates the action 
of sunlight, which converts the raw materials of 
the earth into substances that sustain all ani­ 
mal and human life on the earth. 
It is said on scientific authority that this dis­ 
covery opens up limitless possibilities in new 
directions of research. What is meant may be 
suggested by parallels in chemistry . The amaz­ 
ing wealth of color in the modern world, in print­ 
ing, tex tiles and decorations, is largely due to 
discoveries in the chemical composition of dy es. 
A great number of useful varieties of lubricants 
have been produced by rearranging * the invisi­ 
ble molecular construction of natural oils. 
It seems like magic, but it is scientific magic. 
It requires the juggling of atoms, the rearrange­ 
ment of molecules, to convert one substance into 
another. 
Until now, apparently , Nature "has 
known best how to convert carbohy drates into 
aldehy des, which are basic materials for a vast 
variety of useful substances. The chemists have 
found out how to do it, and their achievement 
is called “one of the most important contribu­ 
tions” made by chemistry to human welfare.

CONGRESS TOLD 
IT PAYS TO CHISEL 
Washington (/P)—Congress has 
been told that it apparently pay s 
to be a chisler. 
Dr. Isidore Lubin. commission­ 
er of labor statistics, informed a 
house committee that investiga­ 
tions disclosed firms which cut 
wags gained business while those 
which 
maintaind 
their 
wage 
scales lost. 
“Our studies show that 
chiselers and wage cutters are 
doing a better business, or are 
gaining business,” he said, “while 
the firms that maintain 
the 
wage scale have difficulty in 
maintaining their sa)es.” 


But don’t think the farm ten­ 
ant bill is looked upon as “the 
green pastures” by all farm ten­ 
ants. Some have intimated the 
bill was designed largely to bail 
out large land holders, particu­ 
larly in the south, who would be 
glad to sell their worn out hold­ 
ings to the government to be 
split up among the tenants. 
Secretary of Agriculture Wal­ 
lace has said that the depart­ 
ment of agriculture has been 
snatched out of the domination 
of the “upper third” of the 
farmers but W. L. Blackstone, 
representing the Southern Ten­ 
ant Farmers’ union on the Presi­ 
dent’s farm tenancy committee, 
disagreed. 
Blackstone, in a minority re­ 
port, ex pressed an abiding dis­ 
trust of county agents and other 
agencies of the department of 
agriculture, into whose hands he 
suspected the farm tenant pro­ 
gram would fall, just as did AAA. 
He said complaints against 
these agents by farmers were 
turned over to the agents them­ 
selves to investigate, and the re­ 
sult was that complaining farm­ 
ers often were penalized by the 
agents. 


People say that it does not 
make much difference what we 
think or believe, it is what we 
do that counts.

(Now every body 
laugh, doggone it!) Does Evolu­ 
tion affect our lives in any way ? 
Last night I looked over an 
interesting book, a best seller a 
few y ears ago and still quite 
po pular — Will Durant’s “ The

Story of Philosophy .” In this 
book, the chapter on Herbert 
Spencer is supposed to be espe­ 
cially good. 
And what does 
Durant say about Spencer? 
“In one decade all the world 
was 
talking 
about 
evolution. 
What lifted Spencer to the crest 
of this wave of thought was the 
clarity of mind which suggested 
the application of the evolution 
idea to every field of study , and 
the range of mind which brought 
all knowledge to pay tribute to 
his theory .” 
And of John Dewey , an influ­ 
ential man who is very much 
alive today , Durant writes: 
“What distinguishes Dewey is 
the 
undisguised 
completeness 
with which he accepts the evo­ 
lution theory . Mind as well as 
body is to him an organ evolved, 
in the struggle for ex istence, 
from lower forms. His starting- 
point in every field is Darwin­ 
ian.” 


The average man, I am confi­ 
dent, is able to reason out many 
problems which some would re­ 
serve for the ex perts. 
There are iwo way s to reason 
—from specific cases to general 
rules and principles, and from 
principles to a particular appli­ 
cation. If one will watch peo­ 
ple in conversation, it will be 
evident that slogans or proverbs 
play a large part in the thoughts 
of nearly every one. 
Thus we 
hear a person say , in ex cuse of 
some scandle-spreading gossip. 
Where there’s so much smoke, 
there must be some fire.” (Al­ 
though this may be true, was 
there ever meaner ex pression?) 
Then there is: “In time of 
peace, prepare for war.” 
Great damage may come from 
wrong principles, and it may be 
no mean service to direct atten­ 
tion to them, that they may be 
ex amined and tested anew.

SUGE ON Sill ' 
LEIFS OUT TOO 
S/7,100 MILES

with the su n-sp o ts which no w 
sho w signs o f ex ceeding reco rds 
o f mo re than 20 y ears, the su n is 
also tu rb u lent with hu ge flames. 
One 
gigantic 
b laze 
577,000 
miles high, mo re than twice the 
height fro m earth to mo o n, is re­ 
p o rted b y the Mt. Wilso n o b serv ­ 
ato ry o f the Carnegie institu tio n. 
W hether the great fires are di­ 
rectly co nnected with the sp o ts 
is no kno wn. Bu t so me hu ge 
flares o f ho t calciu m gas which 
ap p ear near the sp o ts are ap p ar­ 
ently clo sely related. These flares, 
incidentally , are kno wn to cau se 
fading o n sho rt-wav e radio s. 
The flames, “p ro minences” to 
astro no mers, sho o t o u t fro m the 
edge o f the su n with v elo cities o f 
150 miles a seco nd. They are p ho ­ 
to grap hed with a sp ectro helio - 
grap h, a dev ice which shu ts o u t 
all b u t the edge o f the su n, cre­ 
ating an eclip se effect. They are 
co mp o sed largely o f hy dro gen, 
calciu m and heliu m. 
“Pro minences hav e three-di­ 
mensio nal fo rms,” say s Dr. Edi­ 
so n Pettit o f the o b serv ato ry , 
“like the flat flames o f an o ld 
fashio ned lamp . They are 3 ,700 
to 7,400 miles thick. Tho se sho rt­ 
er than 3 7,000 miles are rare, as 
are tho se mo re than 3 75,000 miles 
high.” 
The nex t max imu m o f su n­ 
sp o ts, acco rding to Dr. Seth B. 
Nicho lso n, “is no t ex p ected to o c­ 
cu r b efo re the end o f 19 3 7. The 
p resent cy cle will u ndo u b tedly b e 
mu ch mo re activ e than the last 
and may ev en ex ceed the cy cle 
who se max imu m was in 19 17.” 
At the b eginning o f a cy cle the 
sp o ts ap p ear in high latitu des far 
fro m the su n’s eq u ato r. They can 
b est b e traced b y the calciu m 
clo u ds which are near 
them, 
since the clo u ds are large and 
so me o f the sp o ts to o small to 
ap p ear 
in 
p ho to grap hs — al­ 
tho u gh many sp o ts are sev eral 
times as large as the earth. 
As the cy cle p ro gresses, the 
zo nes o f activ ity draw in to ward 
the eq u ato r u ntil, when a max i­ 
mu m nears, the sp o ts are all in 
lo w latitu des.
